A PARTY SPLIT. 
Democrats Fxcited Over the Re- 


form Club Episode. 


Bpeaker Crisp’s Friends Ready to Make 
War. 


AN ENTERING WEDGE THAT MAY son- 
DER DEMOCRACY. 


Grover Cleveland Thought to Have No 
Partin the Affair—Old-Time Leaders 
and Mugwumps Arrayed Against Each 
Other—Weaver Likely to Lose the 
Electoral Vote of Kansas—Free Coin- 
age Favored in South Carolina 


WASHINGTON, D. O., Dec. 12,—The Demo- 
Crats in Congress are excited over the epi- 
sode of the Reform Club dinner in New York 
Saturday night, and there is universal con- 
demnation of the treatment of the Speaker of 
the House. This feeling is not confined to 
partisans of the Speaker, but expressions of 
most earnest resentment are uttered by 
members among the opposition during last 
speakership contest. The seriousness of the 
Situation depends upon whether Mr. Cleve- 
land is in any way in sympathy with the men 
who had the management of the affair. 
No Democrat will give expression to 
the least suspicion that Mr. Cleveland was in 
sympathy with the treatment of Mr. Crisp, 
and they do not want to think that he en- 
tered into the sentiment of the dinner or that 

sentiment enters into him. There is, 
however, some doubt and anxiety as to this 
last point. 

The conduct ofthe ‘dinner is regarded as 
making it certain, it there ever was anyſdoubt 
about the matter, that there is to be bitter 
war between the two incongruous elements 
that entered intothe support of Cleveland. 
The element represented by Carl 
Schurz, E. Ellery Anderson and others 
of that school of politicians have made their 
open declaration of war, and some straight- 
out Democrats who have recently been dis- 
appointed intheir personal ambition have 
joined them. The old line Democrats, as is 
clearly shown by the manner in which they 
resent the treatment of the Speaker and the 
lecture administered tothe Democratic party 
by some of the orators at the banquet, are in 
a fighting mood and it is quite evident that 
atthe great banquet ofofiicial honors to be 
served afterthed4thof March they will not 
sit in a spirit of loving friendshipjby the sides 
ofthe men who insult and sneer at them on 
every possibie occasion. 

Whatever happens there will be a fight. 
If Mr. Cleveland sympathizes with the mug- 
wumps, which no Democrat is yet willing to 
believe possible, there will be, itis believed. 
a general breaking up of the party, and more 
political history will be made in a few 
months than the nation has had for thirty 
years. 

If Mr. E. Ellery Anderson and his coterie 
are not sustained by the new administration, 
the old line Democrats Mill re- 
garda them as too insignificant 
for consideration. The opinion of 
course of the remarks atthe banquet by men 
who crowded themselves around the Presi- 
ident-elect than they are at the treat- 
ment of Crisp. The latter they regard 
as an insult to the House, as well 
as to Mr. Crisp, but they can attribute it to 
a petty personal grudge. But the inspiring 
nature of the occasion, the speeches ofthe 
reform leaders, they regard as an attack 
upon the party organization and as an 
attempt to dragoon Mr. Cleveland into 
it. Over this feature ofthe episode many a 
Democratic gray head is solemnly shaken 
to-day, and serious impressions are freely 
expressed among public men of both parties 
that the men who sneered at the 
Democratic party, lectured the President- 
elect as to his duty and obligations and in- 
sulted the Democratic speaker of the house 
will in a few months be the most disap- 
pointed men in the country and wrapping 
their white robes around them, will stand 
apart and look with horror at the associa- 
tion of a Democratic President with Demo- 
crats. 

The Reform Club banquet is looked upon as 
the opening ofa merry war. The average 
run or Democrats in both Houses are scarcely 
less offended at the set on familiar faces. The 
old Democrats feel that they have enough 
trouble and responsibility before them with- 
out having discord wantonly aroused. 

There is a very general belief that the af- 
front to Speaker Crisp was premeditated 
and all arranged before-hand by a few men 
who thought thereby to injure his chances 
of re-election. There were intimations be- 
fore the dinner came off that 
something was going to happen, and 
Jom Johnson is credited with expressing 
before the banquet a doubt about Mr. Crisp’s 
speaking. Mr. Crisp returned from New 
York yesterday. Ali that he would say about 
the affair is that the statement that he left 
the banquet before the close is not 
correct. That he did not speak 
for the reason that he was not 
asked to do so, and that he has nothing to 
gay about the dinner except that it was well 
served and an effort was made to secure the 
enjoyment of the guests. Of course it is un- 
derstood that he cannot, as a guest, criticise 
the action of the host. Other members do 
thisand do it very freely. The insult was 

direct. Mr. Crisp was invitea to 
the dinner by special letter. He knew 
nothing of the character of the entertain. 
mentand ashe was given abundant time in 
which to acceptor decline, he delayed re- 
plying fora short time; Rerpesentative De 
witt Warner then came to him as 
a special representative of the Reform Club 
to procure his presence at the dinner. Mr. 
Warner was asked what the occasion was—if 
there was to be speechmaking and the 
like, and his reply was that guests would 
probably be called on informally for remarks. 
This, together with the fact that 
he nad been announced in the press as one of 
the men to speak and the natural inference 
that he would be expected to say something 
led Mr. Crisp to prepare the speech which 
was not made. 

Nearly all the members of the Missouri del- 
egation bitterly denounce the manner in 
which Speaker Crisp was treated by 
the Reform Club and the chances 
are that almost the solid Mis- 
sour delegation will support Crisp for 
speaker of the next House. It is known that

Mr. Cleveland has 
written Speaker Crisp expressing his regret 
athis treatment atthe Reform Club. Crisp 
attended the dinner and prepared his speech 
atthe personal request of Mr. Cleveland, so 
that the President-elect feels that the insult 
affects himself. 

The appearance of Speaker Crisp inthe 
House at the hour of 12 to-day was the signal 
fora loud and prolonged demonstration of 
applause, There were two-thirds 
or more of the members in 
their seats, and as soon as he 
appeared at his desk, every man in sight, 
Republicans and Democrats alike, begana 
demonstration of honor and approval for 
him. There was clapping of hands and 
cheering and some waved hats in the air. It 
was a formal declaration of support for the 
Speaker and condemnation of the action 
of the men who affronted him at the 
Reform Club banquet. All during the 
morning the Speaker’s room was crowded 
with Democrats who came to express their 
reprobation of Mr. Ellery Anderson. Some of 
them were Cleveland men from way 
back, some were those who have not been 
placed in that category. Some had support- 
ed Crisp for Speaker before, and many were 
members who had veted with the opposition 
in that contest. They all came to pledge 
their hearty good will and support, and if 
some of the men who were prominent at that 
dinner could have heard what was said they 
might be shocked.

KANSAS ELECTORS. 


WEAVER MAY LOSE THE SUNFLOWER STATE 
VOTE. 


TOPEKA, Kan., Dec. 12.—There is a serious 
question asto whetherthe Weaver electors 
have been legally chosen in Kansas. The 
ballots cast by Democrats were headed 
Democratic ticket—for President, Grover 
Cleveland; for Vice-President, Adlai E. 
Stevenson. Although the People’s party 
electors follow the above caption the vote, it 
is Claimed, was nota legal one for Gen. 
Weaver, asthe Democrat who cast the bal- 
Sot instructed the electors to vote in the elec- 
toral college for Cleveland and Stevenson. 
If there were 20,000 such votes cast, asis 
claimed, the question is, Should the 
electoral vote of Kansas be 
counted for Weaver? If its does 


not legally belong to Weaver, then the Re- 
publican electors for Kansas have the right 
to give the State’s vote to Harrison. The 
Democrat Fusionists held a convention, 
adopted a platform, and, as Democrats, for- 
mally nominated the electors which appeared 
upon the Democratic ticket, and had Cleve- 
land tickets been more numerous than those 
bearing Weaver’s name thereis no question 
but the electoral vote would have been 
claimed for Cleveland. While the decision of 
this case will not affect the result of the 
general election it will be thrown into the 
courts for final settlement. 

The Populists say that the only way, now 
that the vote has been canvassed, by which 
the electors can be prevented from casting 
their votes for Weaver is by a court order 
restraining them from so casting the vote. 

In the first place, the voters do not instruct 
th eelectors as to whom they are to support 
for the presidency ; the electors may vote as 
they please. 

Moreover, the electors were no more Peo- 
ple’s party than they were Democratic. The 
People’s party ticket was not indorsed by 
the Democratic convention—it was nomi- 
nated by it. Before the convention this 
point had been carefully considered 
by the sharp lawyers who di- 
rected the fusion movement. They 
had decided just what they would do, and 
they took careful stepsto attain the desired 
result. Thereis neither law norreason in 
the proposition that the vote of a fusion 
Democrat, who voted a ticket headed ‘‘Vem. 
octratic,’’ should not goto Weaver. It mus

THEIR OR GANIZATION PERFECTED AND INCOR- 
PORATED. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Dec. 12.—There was 
duly incorporated in the office of the Secre- 
tary of State, this city, to-day, the 
National Brotherhood of Soldiers. The ranks 
of the order will be called ‘‘forts’’ and 
are expected to flourish wherever Democracy 
flourishes. The order willtake in ex-Union 
and ex-Confederate soldliers—voters only, of 
Democratic faith, the eldest son of such sol- 
dier, if the father is dead; if no son, then the 
eldest grandson. Members of the National 
Council and corporators are: 

Henry McCormick, Union soldier, 115th In- 
diana Infantry; George F. Muller, Confed- 
erate, 22d Virginia Infantry: G. W. Bunting, 
Confederate, Ist Mississippi Light Artil-

Two Children Burned to Death and Their 
Mother a Maniac. 


YorK, N. D., Dec. 12.—Mrs. O. R. Albertson 
is pacing the floor of the home of a neighbor 
a raving maniac. Her own home lies in 
ashes and her twochildren are in shrouds, 
prepared for the grave. The accident was 
of the most heart-rending character. Mr. 
Albertson was away from home and Mrs. 
Albertson, leaving her two boys, aged 2 and 
6years, wenttothe barnto do some light 
chores. She had been gone a quarter of an 
hour when, glancing toward the house, she 
saw smoke issuing from the windows. She 
rushed tothe house and found her two chi- 
dren suffocated. Some paper had caught 
fire from a stovepipe and the smoke filied the 
room. Mrs. Albertson became violently in- 
sane. 


BURNED TO DEATH. 

ALTON, III., Dec. 12.—Sunday afternoon the 
two little sons of Mr. and Mrs. George Steig- 
ler, living at 1101 Union street, were seri. 
ously burned while playing with fire, 
in the absence of their parents. The cries of 
the children brought the mother and 
neighbors, but all too late. Bennie, the 
younger, had all his clothes burned off of him 
andthe mother was seriously burned in her 
efforts to save her child. Doctors were called 
and did allthey could toallay the sufferings 
of the injured and save their lives, but at 
3:30 this morning Bennie breathed his lost. 
Mrs. Steigler isina critical condition and 
there is not much hope of her recovery. 


SIX SAILORS DROWNED.

IN A CHURCH COURT.

Rev. Patrick Corrigan to Answer Seri- 
ous Charges. 


TWO POWERFUL FORCES ARRAYED 
AGAINST EACH OTHER, 


Specific Allegations of Having Published 
Falsehoods to Answer For—Sacred and 
Secular Interests cf Great Importance 
Involved—An Outeropping of Race 
Rivalry— Miscellaneous News. 


New Tonk, Dec. 12.—The diocesan criminal 
curea of Newark met this afternoon at 2 
o’clock at the residence Of Mgr. Doane, in 
Newark, N. J., to try charges against the 
Rev. Patrick Corrigan of Hoboken, N. J., in- 
volving questions of the greatest importance. 
The issues involved in this contest between 
two powerful forces net only concern the 
Catholics of America, but every man 
who owes allegiance to the constitu- 
tion of this country must feel profoundly in- 
terested in the outcome. It may well be said 
that the trial this afternoOm and the causes 
which have led up to it ars the most extraor- 
dinary eventsinthe history of the Roman 
Catholic Church in thiscountry. The most 
precious interests of the church are at stake. 
The result andthe developments of the trial 
will affect the influence, aye, the very life of 
the church in this country. 

The growth and prosperity of the Church 
of Rome in this country have thus far been 
truly remarkable. Itsrapid expansion has 
kept pace with the astonishing progress of 
American civilization. It was but natural 
that in the course of the years a large ele- 
ment in that church should catch something 
ofthe American spirit. While every steamer 
that landed immigrants on these shores 
brought new addfions to the numbers 
of Catholic believers, the second and third 
generation of American Catholics began to 
feel in touch with American genius. It would 
be wrong to suppose these American Cath- 
Olics harbored even the remotest thought of 
disloyalty to the church, The Catholics of 
American ancestry felt the same de- 


votion to the Holy See as the most 
fervent ultramontane of Spain or of 
Belgium. The Catholics in New Tork 
or Chicago profess the same implicit 
faith in the dogmaso!i Rome as the Catholic 
in Dublin or Paris. As an American, how- 
ever, he began to look with disfavor upon 
the efforts of Catholics as well as of other 
citizens to characterize the church to which 
he belonged as a foreizn institution. He con- 
ceived that Americansm and Catholics were 
not all irreconcliably (epposed to each other, 
and, as an American Catholic, he resented 
any such assertion, open or 2 — 

On the other hand were the Roman Catho- 
lics, allens or naturalized citizens, who ap- 
peared to regard Amercanism as their nat- 
uralenemy. They did not seem willing to 
consider even the possibility of a compro- 
mise. They knew of no other methods than 
those by which the chutch had triumphed in 
Europe. They felt no inclination to study 
the new situation in the rountry, Dut at once 
with fear and sus- 
picion. This suspicion has proved ineradi- 
cable. Their attitude has been described by 
Fr. Corrigan as one ofactual hostility to the 
country. 

These two forces in the American church of 
to-day met in decisive battle this afternoon. 
On the side of the defendant, Fr. Corri- 
gan, are arrayed every representative of the 
liberal and American sentiment within the 
Catholic church of this country. The oppo- 
nents whom the Kev. Fr. Corrigan meets 
represent the more numerous, and per- 
haps, the more powerful element within the 
Roman Church in this country. Archbishop 
Corrigan is squarely aad emphatically 
against Fr. Corrigan. A majority of the 
bishops and archbishops are either tacitly or 
openly antagonistic to Fr. Corrigan’s 
case. A respectable minority are as yet non- 
committal at this stagecf the proceedings. 
The counts on which the Hev. Corrigan is ar- 
raigned before the curea are as follows: 

1 The publication in New York Freemah’s Journal 
and Catholic Register of Oct. 29, 1892, of false state- 
ments ofthe German-Americea Catholic Congress 
which met in Newark September, 1892. 

2. Thatinthe same paper o! the same date he 
falsely accured the members of the congress of trea- 
son tochurch and state. 

3. Thatinthesame paper ot the same date he 
falsely and maliciously accuses the Bishop of Newark 
with teaching the people to have actual hostility and 
disioyalty to the state. 

4. That in the same paper of the same date he ac- 
cusesthe Bishop of dissimulation, iusincerity and 
disloyalty to the Holy See. . 

5. That in thesame paper of the same date he 
falsely and maliciously accused the safd bishops, 
priests and laymen of presenting the church ia this 
country as a foreign politico-religious factor tothe 
American people, and as such te be abhorred, to the 
grave detriment both of the church and of the above 
persons. 

6 That in the New York Freeman’s Journal and 
Catholic Register of Nov. 12, 1892, he falsely and 
maliciously, ina fable called ‘*Utopia,’’ accuses the 
present Bishop of Newark of being dominated in the 
government of the diocese in New York Ca- 
hensly, of displaying the grossest partiality for the 
German Catholic laity and priests, and the greatest 
injustices and aversion to the English-speaking 
WN and people. 

7. That in the same newspaper and on the same 
date, Nov. 12, 1892, he willfully, maliciously and 
faisely attributed to sishop Wigger language and 
treatment claimed to have been used by him with 
regard to Irish Catholics and priests which are cal- 
culated to excite the fiercest national hatred of the 
whole Irish race against the Bishop ana so arouse a 
schism in the diocese. 

S8. That ln the same newspaper and on the same 
date he falsely and maliciously attributed to the 
present Bishop of Newark, language and conducts 
which made him ridiculous.are grossly insulting aad 
tend to completely undermine bis legitimate author- 


ty. 
9. That in the same newspaper and on the same 
date he maliciously insulted Archbishop Corrigan.

SATOLLI’S MISSION, 


DIVIDED AS TO HIS POWERS AND 
PURPOSES. 

NEw Tonk, Dec. 13.—The chief object of 
Mar. Satolli’s visit to this country, says the 
Tribune, it is understood by Catholics, was to 
Produce and maintain harmony in the Roman 
Catholic Church here, It seems to them, 
however, as if he had succeeded in doing 
just the opposite thing. His recent address 
on the school question is the cause of all the 
trouble. His views, which are said to be 
those of the Pope, are not the views of the 
American archbishops. This was shown by 
the fact that there was only one vote in the 
conference of archbishops for his educational 
plan, andthat was cast by Archbishop Ire- 
land. Isseems now as if the rest of the 
archbishops had appealed to the Pope, as 
they do not want Mgr. Satolli’s plans 
adopted. They say that his opinions are not 
those of the Pope, even if he says they are.

Peter Renfrow Must Hang on Jan. 27. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Dec.12.—The Supreme 
Court tn banc filed an opinion this morning 
in the habeas corpus proceedings 
instituted by Peter Renfrow, who 
is under sentence of death in 
Greene County. Renfrow, in his petition, al- 
leged that the Springfield Criminal Court has 
no legal existence inasmuch as the State 
Constitution prohibits the establishment or 
criminal courts except in counties exceed- 
ing 50,000 inhabitants, and that the 
United States census shows 
Greene County has 
habitants. The Court 
has no power to institute inquiry as to the 
means employed by the Legislature in de- 
termining the population of a county, and 
that it can only assume that such discretion 
was properly exercised. This opinion es- 
tablishes the validity of the Springfield Crim- 
inal Court sentencing Renfrowto be hanged 
Jan. 27, and prevents sixty-six convicts in 
the penitentiary, who were sentenced by 
that court, from being released on habeas 
corpus proceedings.

GUATEMALA’S EXHIBIT. 


The Best Showing of Any Oentral Amer- 
ican State. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 12.>The Bureau 
of the American Republics is in receipt of in- 
formation from Guatemala that from pres- 
ent indications it seems probable that the 
Republic will make the best showing atthe 
World’s Columbian Exposition of any of the 
Central States. The local work is under the 


care of Dr. Gustav Guzman, who represented 
that country at Paris in 1889, a wideawake, 
ntelligent and industrious man, who is un- 
ceasing in his efforts in bebailf of 
the Fair. The Government has rented a 
large building for the storage of arti- 
cles which are daily arriving from all parts 
of he country and a large corps of men are 
Dusy : t and preparing the same for 
exhibit. Mr. Pacheco, the United states Min- 
ister, is doing good work in behalf of 
the exposition, and he is ably seconded by 
the effortsof Mr. Leon Rosenthal, a promi- 
nent merchant and honorary commissioner. 
Twenty thousand dollars has been sent to 
Dr. Lemus, who has been in charge of the 
Guatemalan exhibit at Chicago,and the work 
is being actively pushed. Native artisans will 
be sent, bringing the materials for 
their rude huts and for their primitive man- 
ufactures, which will be carried on at Jack- 
son Park. President Barrios is a warm friend 
tothe United States, having lived in this 
country and marriedan American lady, and 
as the financial condition of the country has 
greatly improved, it is becoming daily ap- 
2 that a very fine display will be made 
this pros perous country. 

The Bureau of American Republics has 
been tnformed ofthe informal inauguration 
ofthe South American Cable Oo.’s service 
between Brazil and the coast of Africa. 

The new cable has a total length of 2,103 
miles, and at the islandofSan Luis Gasel 
connects with the Spanish National Sub- 
marine Telegraph Co.’s line which runs to 
Cadiz, touching at Teneriffe and the 
Canaries. At Cadiz, messages were passed 
to the Marine Telegraph Co.’s lines for Great 
Britain and to the cable systems of the 
Mediterranean. The tolls are 6 to? francs a 
word from Pernambuco to the principal 
points of Europe.

GARACAS, Venezuela, Dec. 3.—Now that af- 
fairs in Venezuela have settled downtoa 
normal basis interest in the World’s Fair has 
revived. It is likely that a creditable show- 


ing will be madein the Venezuelan exhibit 
at Chicago. Ensign KugerjWelles, Jr., U. 8. 
N.. the World's Fair representative 
to Venezuela, Caracoa, Trinidad and 
British Guiana, has done his work 
thoroughly and well and has succeeded be- 
yond the expectations of most persons in this 
country in obtaining for exhibition at Chi- 
cugo many quaint and curious things from 
the Indian tribes of the farinterior. In bis 
search for curiosities Mr. Welles penetrated 
into the interior many miles farther up than 
any white man had yet ventured, and he was 
revented from going any further only by the 
ears of his native boatman and guides. His 
voyage up the Irinida was tollisome in the 
extreme. At every fail and rapid he was 
obliged to unload his canoes and make a 
portage. Atnight he slept on the sand on 
the shore, taking turns with his guides in 
standing watch to protect the camp from 
wild animals and hostile Indians. In several 
of the villages along the river the Indians 
fied in fear at his approach. He was the 
first white man they had ever seen. 
He obtained in these villages many curi- 
ous articles of dress and domestic use. 
In the farthest village he obtained 
from a chief's daughter the small beaded 
apron that constituted her sole article of 
Gress. o also obtained from others in the 
village blow guns, poisoned arrows, arrow 
poision and various implements of war. On 
ulis way down the river Mur.

Thé party has 
been so long out of office that a habit of 
mind has grown upof looking at the of- 
fices as the objective point of a political 
campaign. This never was anything but 
a politician’s vagary inevitably arising 
during a period of cémparative quiet. But 
times have changed. There is something 
to be really done, and, as always happens, 
the men are on hand to do it. 

The whole theory of taxation held in 
this country so tenaciously for 100 years, 
is undergoing an examination as searching 
and merciless as has ever been suffered by 
‘‘creeds outworn.’’ It is doubtful, in- 
deed, if a majority of the people now ad- 
here to the old belief that a system of in- 
direct taxation is the only one tolerable in 
a free country. There has been much 
thinking during the past eight years, and 
when a whole nation takes to thinking 
something is bound to happen?

A WILD TRAIN’S CAREER. 


Dashed Down a Mountain With No One 
in Oontrol. 


HAZELTON, Pa., Dec. 12.—A freight train on 
the Pennsylvania Ratiroad was wrecked at 
Silver Brook.

ON THE WAR PATH. 


Work of Yaqut 
Mexico. 


CHIHUAHUA, Mexico, Dec. 12.—A courier 
who has just arrived here from Onavas, a 
small town situated in the mountains in the 
State of Sonora, brought the information to 
the commander of this military zone that the 
Yaqui Indians to the number of 2,000 have 
banded with several hundred Mayo Indians 
and that many outrages have been commit- 


ted by them on the Spanish and American 
settlers in the valleys of the Yaqui and Mayo 
rivers during the past three weeks. Near 
the village of Rio Dico, the Hacienda of Pablo 
Munog, a wealthy Spaniard, was 
attacked, and in the engage- 
ment two sons of Munoz and 
six Mexican peons were killed. The Indians 
then burned several valuable granaries and 
other bulldings and drove off 1,000 head of fat 
cat ile to their rendezvous in the mountains. 
The handful of Mexican soldiers in that sec- 
tion are unable to accomplish anything in 
the way of bringing the Indians under sub- 
jection and they havenot yet had the cour- 
age to meet the red men in battle. The 
Yaqui Indians have never recognized the 
authority of the Mexican Government 
to rule over them and they have 
now entered into a campaign against 
the Government and peaceable settlers 
which they will probably conduct vigorously 
all winter. A force of 500 troops will de im- 
mediately sent from this city and other posts 
in this section to the scene of the depreda- 
tions. The Indians are well armed and 
equipped with good horses, and they will 
make a desperate resistance if attacked by 
Federal treops. 

Further particulars of the battle between 
Garza’s followers and Mexican troops near 
Ignacio Zapeta, are tothe effect that a band 

800 followers of Garza erossed the Rio 
Grande and attacked the Mexican Barracks, 
just over the border, in the Republic of 
viexico. The Mexican troopers came out 
to meet the  Revolutionists 
the first fire several were 
and the soldiers were driven 
The revolutionists pushed on and captured 
the barracks with its guns and supplies. Aft- 
er rank entirely’the place was burned, 
and all of the soldiers dispersed, and the re- 
volutionists then returned to their abode on 
this side of the Rio Grande. The invaders 
were under the eo 5 leadership of Entrigo 
Ramon, the hand man of Garza.

EAST ST. LOUIS. 


A New Electric Road Projected—News 
Across the River. 


Prominent St. Louls men have developed a 
scheme by which an electric street railway is 
to de built through some of the new resi- 
dence and manufacturing property of East 
St. Louis. The proposed road is to be an ex- 
tension of the Broadway line and is to be 
built by John Scullin. It is to be 
run from Collinsville avenue east on 
Broadway to Euclid avenue, south on 


Euclid to Fisk avenue, east on 
Fisk avenue through Denverside, thence 
through Alta Sitaand extend to Fireworks 
Station on the Air Line Road, passing a 400- 
acre tract of ground controlled by H. M. 
Pollard, Delos R. Haynes and R. H. Clemens. 
These men own half the 400-acre tract al- 
luded to and have an option on the other 
half, which they expect to close at once. 
Messrs. Clemens, Haynes and Pollard and 
representatives of Denverside and Alta Sita 
syndicates recently made a roposi- 
tion to Mr. Scullin to build the 
road on these terms: The Denverside ana 
Alta Sita syndicates to pay p donus of 124 
cents r front foot on all their property 
along the route of the proposed road, and the 
men who have the 400 acre track to paya 
bonus of $14,000, Mr. Scullin to build and 
operate the road at his own risk and ex- 
pense. This proposition Mr. Scullin rejected, 
but made the same parties another offer. He 
proposed to build the road and have it in 
operation by June 1, 1893, if the real estate 
men interested would give him a block of 
ground in Denverside, east of the Malleable 
Iron Works and pay him a cash bonus of 
$20,000, he agreeing to bulld a power house at 
a cost of not less than $150,000 on the ground 
so furnished. This offer suits the parties to 
whom it was made, and they will 
submit thelr written acceptance to Mr. Scul- 
in at once. Thecontemplated road is to be 
a double track line, “ three miles or more in 
length, and its construction now appears to 
be assured. Such a road would open up resi- 
dence property in which 20,000 people may 
find homes, besides manutacturing ground 
without limit.

events. Theraising of the subscription to 
the two events to $500 willhave the effect of 
making the number of entries smaller than 
ever, but what the races lack in numbers 
they will make upin quality, and it will take 
a horse of very high class to win either of the 
races. 

Marcus Daly, who won the Suburban last 
year with Montana, has an eye to the win- 
ning ofthat race again this year, and his 
colt, Tammany, will be especially prepared 
forthe race. Pierre Lorillard will also at- 
temptto win the race with either Lamp- 
lighter or Locohatchee, and he may not try 
for the earlier event at the Brooklyn track. 

Michael Dwyer will have a look in at both 
races with Banquet, who was the best of all 
the handicap horses last season, and if he 
stands the necessary preparations he will 
surely be a starter in the Brooklyn event. 

It looks now as if the two races would lie 
between the horses named, though Green B. 
Morris is stillon earth and may make a bid 
for either or both with Judge Morrow and 
Strathmeath. Walcott & Campbell may 
be factors in the race if Pessaraisable to 
stand the strain of training, and J. W. 
Rogers thinksthat he hasan outside chance 
with Pickpocket, though he has an uncertain 
temper. Gideon & Daly will be among the 
bidders for the prizes with His Highness, for 
their trainer thinks thatafter the long rest 
the horse had last summer he will be able to 
fulfill the promise that he made asa 2-year- 
old, when he was good enough to sweep all 
before him. 

CRACK YEARLINGS. 

Speaking of trials by yearlings, Joseph A. 
Swigert says: 1 never knew a good race 
horse but showed well as a yearling. Hin- 
doo, Troubadour and Kingfisher showed won- 
derful trials. I tell the boys that Bob 
Swigert’s filly will beat them all when they 


come to a race. She takes kindly toher work 
and is a very hearty feeder. Thenshe is sure 
to improve. Afew seasons ago Byron Me- 
Clelland was bankrupt, but Sallie McClel- 
land, a 2-year-old then, made bim faliriy 
well-to-do in her first race. This sea- 
son McCafferty has made a good 
stake with Helen Nichols, a 2-year-old. 
Downin the dlue- grass region Col. Pepper 
nas a colt that just eats up the ground in his 
trials. He is by Falsetto and his trial is 
sald to be three furlongs in :354% with full 
weightup. But the Falsettos never liked 
distance, though good sprinters.

STARTER CALDWELL AND HIS CRITICS. 

There was a well-merited compliment the 
other day in the Sporting World to Starter 
James F. Caldwell, Of late a few persons 
interested in their own advancement have 
obtained laudatory noticesin various news- 


papers and have attempted to pose as the 
only competent men in this country to han- 
die the flag on a race track. Indeed, for sev- 
eral weeks it looked very much as if a 
number of starters like Messrs. Pettengill, 
Rowe, Sheridan and Ferguson had estab- 
lished a press bureau something after the 
plan of that fancied most by actresses who 
have not made a hit with the public. 
Mr. Caldwell became the object of attack 
early in this year when he signed a contract 
with the Hudson County Jockey Club, which 
gave him more money for his services than 
that obtained by any two other starters in 
the country. Since that time paragraphs 
have floated around the country attacking 
Mr. Caldwell for intimating that other men 
could do better with the nag. The Sporting 
World, however, hits the nall on the head 
when it says there is only one Caldwell and 
only one prince of starters, says Black and 
Blue. There is plenty of room for men like 
Rowe, Pettengill and Ferguson. There are 
plenty of race tracks for them on which to 
exercise their talent. 


FOOD FOR THE SUPERSTITIOUS, 

To such as pin their faith tothe superstition 
of lucky or unlucky numbers, it may be of 
interest to Know that during the twenty-five 
days of racing which has just been terminated 


at Nashville, Tenn., and where 128 races were 
run, the winning horses were numbered on 
the programmes as follows: No. 1 won 
thirteen times, Nos. 2 and 8 each twelve 
times, No. 8twenty-three times, No. 4 fifteen 
times, No. 5 eight times, No. 6 fourteen 
times, No.7 seventeen times, Nos. 9 and 11 
eath four times, No. 12 twice, and Nos. 1), 15, 
17 and is each once, It willthus be observad 
that Nos, 3 and 7, both of which are conceded 
to be lucky numbers, headed the list, while 
the fateful No. 13 failed to be accredited with 
a solitary winner. Here, indeed, is food for 
refiection for the superstitious, and those 
who make @ practice of playing so called 
lucky numbers may figure out the relative 
chances as based upon the above table.
